lowa’s senators move to amend the Social 
Security act to include farm operators. 

Farmers get old, too. And sometimes 
both old and poor. 

Farm operators should have a chance 
now to contribute to a fund which will 
provide pensions for them at 60.

HE present law leans too heavily on 

what farmers did in the past. And it 
fails to give enough importance to good 
soil management. 

The farm law needs to be amended to 
provide that: 

1. By 1951, each farm should be given 
a soil-depleting base, following an inspec- 
‘ion by a competent appraiser. 

2. This base should be used in future 
allouments, without regard to recent crop 
history. 

This is a big job, of course. Who should 
handle it? Perhaps a county board, rep- 
resenting the Soil Conservation Service, 
extension and PMA, should be set up. 


ARMERS need to remember, too, that 
any plan of shifting acreage to fit 
management standards will 
iess corn but more grass and hay.

ANT to get into an- 

other war? Here’s 
your chance. Some folks 
are saying that the Unit- 
ed States should send 
troops and warships to keep Communist 
China out of Formosa. 

Formosa, a big island off the Chinese 
coast, is now held by the remnants of 
Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist govern- 
ment. Chiang faces revolt from the For- 
mosans, who don’t like his graft and mis- 
management. He faces invasion from the 
armies of Communist China, 

Why should the United States get into 
this dog-fight? 

One reason given is this: Formosa lies 
betwen Okinawa and the Philippines— 
two of our defensive strong points in 
Asia. If the new Chinese government 
takes Formosa, the island could be a base 
from which attacks could be made on our 
own bases. 

Of course, the Chinese haven’t any air 
force. But the Russians have. And some 
people fear that Formosa might be used 
by Russia. 

On the other hand, if the United States 
takes over Formosa, we’ll be at war with 
China. And all Asia wi!l say it is another 
case of Yankee imperialism. India, the 
new government of Indonesia, and all the 
other peoples of Asia will be more in- 
clined to look on the United States as 
their enemy. 

We happen to need a lot of friends. 

Fortunately, President Truman, who 
has sometimes been too warlike for his 
nation’s good, seems to be acting sensibly 
about Formosa. Right now, he doesn’t 
seem to want to get into another ‘wal 
by sending troops to hold Formosa fo! 
Chiang. 

Some farmers may ask: “What’s all 
this got to do with the price of hogs?” 

Quite a lot. It also has a lot to do with 
how much taxes you pay, and whether 
your boy gets killed in a war. 

Formosa — and Indo-China and Yugo- 
slavia and a lot of other queer-sounding 
places — are a part of the business of a 
corn belt farmer today. 

If you don’t believe it, look at your 
income tax. Seventy per cent of that tax 
goes for wars past and to come. 

Look, too, at the gold star list on your 
war memorial. We pay that way, too.

War, Bud? 


What If OMETIMES a farmer 
A stops to wonder how 
You'd Kept well off he’d be—in ex- 


penses—if he’d kept his 
team. He knows that 
without a tractor he’d have worked hard- 
er or hired more help. But what about 
the cost of feed for horses and the cost of 
“feed” for tractors? 

The Bureau of Agricultural Economics 
says feed cost per head for horses has 
gone up 135 per cent since 1935-39. 0! 
course, a farmer bought his oats and hay 
from himself. That makes some differ- 
ence. 

But compare this 135 per cent increase 
in feed cost per horse with the cost of 
new tractors—up 66 per cent. And the 
cost of gasoline—up 34 per cent. And the 
cost of tires—up 25 per cent.

Corn Abroad pointed to an ear of corn 
in the hand of an Illinois 

farmer. “No, we don’t,” said the farmer. 


‘We feed it to hogs?” 

“Can you eat it?” asked Nehru. And 
the answer was: “Sure! Grind it up and 
make cornbread.” 

With lots of hungry people abroad, 
corn belt men wonder why more corn 
isn’t raised overseas. Or even in hungry 
countries nearer home. 

Yet India last year raised only 70 mil- 
lion bushels of corn. And Mexico—where 
the folks eat lots of it—raised only 112 
million. A bloc of 12 counties in north- 
western Iowa raise more than either na- 
tion. 

Why isn’t more corn grown outside the 
United States? Climate, soil, farming 
habits all play a part. 

One trouble is failure to use hybrid 
seed. Corn experts visiting in Europe 
say yields could go up 25 per cent if 
hybrid seed adapted to each locality could 
be developed. 

Merle T. Jenkins, well known to Iowa 
farmers for his work with corn, was one 
of the visiting experts. 

More acres could be planted to corn in 
Italy and in northern France and Ger- 
many. France last year only raised nine 
million bushels. 

Jenkins says that, while American 
hybrids can help, biggest gains will only 
come after the local breeders build up 
dapted strains of inbreds that fit each 
section. 

In Mexico, Central America and South 
America, where folks use corn now in a 
big way, improvement of corn varieties, 

iltural methods, etc., could raise living 
tandards at once.

There’s A Reason 


For Poor Pigs 


Small, Weak Litters Help To Take 
The Profit Out Of Pork Production 


F THERE never were any runts 

or weak litters, hog men would 
make more money. Research has 
not found all the answers to what 
causes poor pigs. But it’s found 
a lot of them. 

Many of the poor litters can be 
avoided. For example, most of the 
growth of the unborn pig takes 
place during the last half of the 
gestation period. So some hog men 
used to think that was the time to 
start worrying about rations. 

University of Illinois tests, how- 
ever, show lack of a good ration 
before breeding and early in the 
gestation period also causes weak 
and deformed pigs. 


You not only want sows to 
farrow good litters. You also 
want pigs that take off and 
grow. ‘The sow’s ration has 
something to do with that, too. 


Fall pigs on pasture appear to 
store up vitamins until they are 
needed during the winter. Appar- 
ently, sows do that same thing for 
their unborn litters. 

Feeding tests show the good 
effects from a proper ration are 
carried over into the pigs during 
the first couple of months of their 
life. Such pigs grow faster. 

Most of lowa’s brood sows far- 
row in April and May. They’re not 
very far along yet. So start now 
to build husky litters of good- 
doing pigs. 

Provide good proteins—a com- 
bination of animal and vegetable. 
See that the ration has natural 
APF or is fortified with the syn- 
thetic product. Minerals should be 
fed, too. Most mineral mixtures 


contain enough salt, but it should 


be available. 
Feed plenty high quality alfalfa 

meal or ground legume hay along 

with the grain ration. That pro 

vides protein, vitamins and,bul 
You can’t feed all the corn brour 

sows will eat. They would 

get too fat. The alfalfa mea 

hold down the corn intake 

Alfalfa meal is especially impor- 


tant at this time of the year. Most 
extension service men in Iowa and 
other states suggest 10 or 15 per 
cent alfalfa meal in the ration. A 
lot of good Iowa hog |men use 
much more—up to one-third. It 
depends on what else is being fed, 
of course. 

[t’s not a good idea to skimp on 
water. Give the sows all they 
want of ice-free fresh water. 

Some good hog raisers never 
worry about exercise for their 
sows. But there is a growing trend 
toward feeding away from the 
shed, so your sows will be forced 
to take a walk every day. 

Keep your eye on the hog house, 
too. Keep bedding clean and dry. 
Watch out for drafts. And don’t 
let quarters get too warm or too 
moist. 

If you see signs of mange, use 
lindane spray. Two pounds of 25 
per cent wettable powder per 100 
gallons of water, plus a box of 
detergent, is the proper mix. 

Baby pigs pick up mange from 
their mothers. If you get rid of 
it now, it won't bother later. 


A little sand om the feeding 
floor and around the paths 
the sows follow may prevent 
some bad falls, Like any other 
pregnant creature, a_ brood 
sow can slip and hurt herself 
and her babies, 


Sand or a mixture of sand and 
calcium chloride helps avoid that. 
It may save you extra pigs. 

It pays to spend a few minutes 
messing around with the sows. 
You don’t have to make a pet of 
each individual. But you should 
work with them enough so you 
can put your hands on them. 

Later, when you want to pea 
them up, or move this sow and 
litter to that pen, you'll get your 
dividend.

Cultural Control Methods Help, But You'll 
Have To Depend On Chemicals This Year 


OWA rules for 1950 corn borer 
control are now being present- 

ed to farmers in a series of 38 
state-wide meetings. The 1950 rules 
are closely paraliel to the broader 
suggestions approved recently by 
entomologists from the north-cen- 
tral states. 

The 1950 rules also follow last 
year’s pattern If you are inter- 
ested in going to the county meet- 
ing on weed and borer control, see 
list of dates on page 22.

Experts feel 1949's terrific 
losses were not due to failure 
of chemical treatment. Those 
who followed directions care- 
fully usually got good results. 
Not 100 per cent control, but 
enough to be profitable. 


Success in holding down borer 
numbers by cultural methods 
helps. But it has failed to stop 
their advance. And it depends on 
a great deal of community-wide 
cooperation. 

Good farming methods — even 
clean fence rows—are a help. This 
includes use of stalk cutters of 
various types, or thoro disking of 
all corn stalks. And deep, clean 
plowing. 

Over a period of corn 
planted between May 15 and May 
25 is likely to suffer less-than- 
average borer damage. However, 
because of seasonal variations, 
merely planting between those 
two datés is not a guarantee your 
corn won't be hurt by borers. 

When it comes to chemical con- 
trol, you benefit from it whether 


years, 


your neighbors treat or not. Farm- 
er experience in 1949 indicated in- 
creased yields of 3 to 27 bushels 
per acre where borer-infested corn 
was treated with DDT. 

Here are the recommendations 
for chemical control made by 
Iowa State College entomologists: 

DDT is the cheapest and most 
readily available insecticide for 
borer control. Use one and one- 
half pounds of actual DDT per 
acre per application. 

Do not feed DDT-treated crop 





residues to dairy cows or to beef 
cattle within 30 days of slaughter. 

Ryania is another good borer- 
killing chemical, tho more expen- 
sive than DDT. It is recommend- 
ed where plant residues are to be 
fed to dairy cows. 


fowa State College men rate 
methods of application of first- 
brood borers in this order: 

Best method is ground spray, 


wettable powder, 30 to 50 gallons 
per acre under 150 to 300 pounds 
pressure, one nozzle over the row, 
one on each side. 

Next best is the method most 
folks use because of the water re- 
quirement — treatment with wet- 
table powder in 5 to 15 gallons of 
water per acre at 35 to 100 pounds 
pressure. 

Third best seems to be dusts 
with ground equipment and low 
volume airplane Poorest 
results are obtained with airplane 
dusts. 

On second brood, planes become 
more important, since ground 
spraying then can be done only 
with high-clearance equipment. 

Timing the application is most 
important of all. This year, two 
applications are recommended for 
the first brood 


sprays. 


Start looking for egg masses 
early. Make the first treat- 
ment when you can find 50 or 
more ego masses per 100 
plants on corn 35 inches in 
extended height. Look for the 
eggs every day. 

Remember, corn 30 inches high 
today can pop up to 40 or 45 inch- 
es in two That two-day 
delay might affect results. 

Make the second application 7 
to 10 days after the first if you 
can still find 50 egg masses per 
100 plants. 

Maximum results from a single 
treatment come when it is applied 
12 to 14 days after the first egg 
masses hatch. Two treatments do 
a better job, tho.

wast of the farms in the 
. corn belt have too many 
horse stalls and too little room 
for the storage of hay. Quite 
often, there isn’t enough shed 
room, either. 

Here is one answer to that 
problem: 

The barn shown on this page 
is on the Polk county, Iowa, 
farm owned by Jay Newlin and 
operated by John Jacobs. 

Newlin and Jacobs intend to 
handle quite a number of cattle 
and hogs on the quarter-section 
farm. They wil! have from 75 
to 85 tons of roughage to store. 
And roughage should be stored 
if you are to get the most out 
of your hay. 

By ripping the guts out of 
the 34x40-foot hip-roof barn, 
they were able to secure enough 
lumber to build the 30x40-foot 
shed on the south side.. The 
roof of the shed has a two-foot 
overhang to the south. A con- 
crete apron extends 10 feet be- 
yond the roof.

By making the shed 30 feet 
deep and insulating it with a 
straw loft, it is warm enough 
for all kinds of livestock in the 
coldest winter weather. 

Jacobs is using old panels 
from his truck body for parti- 
tions. Or you could build light- 
er panels. He has also piled 
some haled soybean straw along 
the south side now, while only 
hogs are in the shed. 

There is a feed manger run- 
ning along the’ north side of 
the shed, where the siding had 
not been finished when the pic- 
ture was taken. 

The manger will double as a 
loading chute. Only two doors 
are left in the original barn— 
one opening into the shed and 
the big door at the east for un- 
loading hay. 

If they get crowded toward 
spring, Jacobs and Newlin fig- 
ure they will have enough hay 
fed out to be able to use part 
of the original barn for shed 
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Here’s the former arrangement of an ordinary hip-roof barn on a

Best Fertilizer To Use Is One That Fits 
Soil Conditions, Fertility Of Your Farm 


I OW many acres of corn are 

vou going to plant this spring? 
Probably you don’t know for sure 
yet. But nearly every farmer who 
wants to be eligible for the sup- 
port program expects to take some 
cut in corn acres.. 

Naturally, you would still like 
to raise just as many bushels of 
corn as you did in years past. The 
proper use of fertilizers can help 
you raise more corn per acre. At 
least, that’s the conclusion we can 
draw from a series of tests made 
by Iowa State College agronomists 
over the past years. Here’s what 
the agronomists found: 

From 1944 thru 1947, effect of 
nitrogen fertilizer was checked in 
81 experiments. Average increase 
for 10 pounds of nitrogen on those 
experiments amounted to 2.1 bush- 
els.

recommendations based on aver- 
age needs. Soil tests can do a 
more exact job of determining 


what kind of fertilizer your fields 
need. See your county agent. He 
can tell you how to take the right 
kind of a soil sample. Then send 
your sample to the Soil Testing 
Laboratory at lowa State College, 
Ames, lowa. 

You will know then if your soil 


needs lime, phosphate or potash, 
and how much. No tests are avail- 
able to show you the nitrogen 
needs of your soil. Past yields and 
management can help you here. 

Have the college crop experts 
found out the best way to apply 
fertilizer for corn? They say to 
apply mixed fertilizers with an at- 
tachment to your corn planter. 
Adjust the attachment so fertilizer 
is placed about two inches from 
the seed. It should be level with, 
but not touching, the seed. 


Rates per acre in the area 
recommendations are for fer- 
tilizer applied in the hill. If 
mixed fertilizer is drilled be- 
side the row, increase the rate 
one-half. If it is broadcast, 
double the rate.

Weeds, Pests 


Iowa Meeting In Des Moines Plus 38 Other 


OWA State College and the lowa 
Department of Agriculture have 
their heavy artillery to 
bear on the weed and pest control 
problem in the state this year. 
Last week’s state-wide weed 
control, chemical and equipment 
show in Des Moines was one phase 
of the campaign to cut down loss- 


brought 


es from weeds and pests. 

It was sponsored by the Iowa 
Department of Agriculture. — In- 
formation was slanted especially 
for county weed commissioners, 
county supervisors and commer- 
cial operators. 

At the same time, Iowa State 
College has its series of 38 state- 
wide weed and pest control clinics 
under way. 

On the pest side, corn borers are 
getting most of the attention. A 
resume of corn borer control sug- 
gestions for 1950 appears on page 
14 of this issue. 


Chemicals play an increas- 
ingly important part in both 
weed and pest control Ade- 


quate corn borer control is

Extension service experts are 
presenting the same material at 
the county meetings as at the 
state-wide session. The three-day 
program in Des Moines did allow 
for much greater detail. 

Weed Specialist E. P. Sylwester 
said the two newest things in Iowa 
chemical weed control appear to 
be TCA, for use on patches of 
quack grass, and 2,4,5-T and 2,4-D 
in combination, for brush killing. 
Either alone or in combination 
with 2,4-D, the new 2,4,5-T is a 
boon to the man fighting brush.

tops in weed control. Start with 
clean seed on a good seed-bed. Use 
good rotations. Smother crops will 
help. Clean cultivation and mow 
ing are important, too. 

Then, if weeds still get ahead, 
go to the chemical cupboard and 
pull out the one you need to knock 
the weeds. 

Iowa farmers last’ year used 
2,1-D on more than a million acres 
of corn and half a million acres 
of flax and small grains. In addi- 
tion, they thousands of 
miles of roadsides, fence rows, and 
used 2,4-D in pastures and around 
buildings. 

In one county, more than 1,000 
miles of roadsides were sprayed.

Senate Says The Consumer Should Be 


ascribe D. C. 
—The senate battle 
over oleo and butter is 
still going on. Here’s the 
way the score stands 
now: 

1. Both sides agree to 
repeal of internal reve- 
nue tax of one-fourth of 
a cent per pound on un- 
colored oleo and 10 cents 
a pound on colored oleo. 

2. Both sides agree that 
customers should be warned —in 
various ways—when they’re get- 
ting oleo, and not butter. 

3. Butter senators hold out for 
barring interstate shipments of 
colored oleo. 

What congress does, of course, 
will not affect state action. Thirty- 
two states now permit sale of col- 
ored oleo. Many other states tax 
colored oleo heavily. 





Much of the senate discus- 
sion has turned on the prob- 
lem of making sure that the 
consumer Knows what he is 
getting. 

The committee bill, supported 
by friends of oleo, recommends 
that oleo be served in triangular 
shapes in restaurants, or on plates 
marked “Oleomargarine.” 

Butter senators pointed out the 
difficulty of administering such 
regulations 

Senator Aiken, of Vermont, said: 
“When all the agencies of law en- 
forcement which the government 
possesses fail to keep the leading 
hotels of Washington from serv- 
ing corn syrup as pure maple 
syrup, what hope is there that 
these agencies will be any more 
effective in preventing the serv- 
ing of oleo as butter in a million 
eating places in the nation?” 

Senator McCarthy, of Wiscon- 
sin, urged an amendment to penal- 
ize misleading advertising. He 


quoted an oleo ad which said: 


“Dairy products for holiday good- 
ies.” Under this heading were 
pictures of a bottle of milk, a 
piece of cheese and a package of 
oleo. 


The senate committee on ag- 
riculture plans to hold hear- 
ings around the country on the 
Brannan farm plan. But no- 
body here seems to think that 
such hearings will put the 
whole Brannan program over 
at this session. 


If the administration brings in

an amendment permitting produc- 


tion payments on such perishables 
as dairy products, eggs, pork, etc., 
this ght have a chance. 

In spite of heavy feeding, total 
feed grain tonnage on farms was 
second largest on record on Janu- 
ary 1.

1948. Egg production in 
December was 12 per 
cent above the previous 
year and 50 per cent over 
the December average. 
This helps to explain the 
sharp drop in egg prices 
in the midwest. 





Likely to attract a lot 
of attention in congress 
is the cost of farm price 
supports. The president 
said in his budget message that 
the CCC’s $4,750,000,000 price sup- 
port fund may be fully tied up 
within a few months. 

Mr. Truman asked congress to 
add another two billion to the CCC 
pool so any price support demand 
could be met. 


The president, obviously ex- 
pecting some city congress- 
men to kick about more mon- 
ey for CCC, warmly defended 
the support program, 


“The operation of government 
price supports,” he said, “has 
served to cushion the decline and 
has been a maior factor in pre- 
venting a serious post-war reces- 
sion in the economy as a whole.” 





The president recommended ap- 
propriaticns for the agriculture 
department and farm programs 
which, he said, would permit ex- 
penditures totaling $2,206,000,000 
during the fiscal vear beginning 
next July 1. This compares with 
about $2,700,000.000 in 1949-50. 

He would keep the soil conser- 
vation payment program at this 
year’s level of S285,000,000. He 
would give the Rural Electrifica- 
tion Administration $450,000,000, 
$25,000,000 more than this year. 


He would keep the school 
lunch fund at the current level 
of $83,500,000 a year. Research 
activities would get about the 
same, and also the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics. 


The Farmers Home Administra- 
tion would be allowed to make 
loans to low-income farmers total- 
ing $160,000,000. compared with 
$103,000,000 this year. 


The corn allotment program will 
apply in 837 major corn producing 
counties of the ‘country. They in- 
clude all counties in lowa, Illinois 
and Delaware, five in Arkansas, 
90 in Indiana, 35 in Kansas, 55 in 
Kentucky, 16 in Maryland, 27 in 
Michigan, 57 in Minnesota, 77 in 
Missouri, 70 in Nebraska, 2 in 
New Jersey, 1 in North Dakota, 
6&8 in Ohio, 27 in Pennsylvania, 3! 
in South Dakota, 12 in Tennessee, 
12 in Virginia, 2 in West Virginia, 
33 in Wisconsin, 13 in North Caro 
lina.

No. One of the requirements for 
deptndents is that the “depend- 
ent’s gross income must bé less 
than $500.” 





How Long Can He Take 
Depreciation? 

To the Editor: Can I take 
additional depreciation on any 
pieces of my farm machinery 
which were fully depreciated 
last year?—L, F., Taylor Coun- 
ty, lowa. 


Sorry, but the law won’t allow 
deductions for additional deprecia- 
tion after full depreciation has 
been taken. 

If a machine is given a major 
overhaul, the cost of the overhaul 
can be added to the undepreciated 
value of the machine and a new 
depreciation schedule set up. 

Of course, you could not list the 
cost of overhaul as both an ex- 
pense and a capital expenditure. 





How Report Farm Sale 
And Auction? 


To the Editor: I sold my 
farm last February, and also 
sold my farming equipment at 
public auction. How do I re- 
port the sale on my income 
tax return?—B. S., Appanoose 
County, Towa. 


See item titled “Can Road Tax 
Be Deducted?” (next page) for di- 
rections in figuring profit or loss 
on sale of your farm. 

The sale of farm machinery, 
your dairy, breeding and work 
animals and other equipment used 
in the business. of farming could 
be reported as a sale of capital 
assets. This would be reported on 
Schedule D of Form 1040. In re- 
porting sale of capital assets, 
profit or loss on different sales 
must be offset against each other. 

But sale of any market animals, 
harvested crops, feed or seed 
would be reported as ordinary in- 
come on Form 1040-F. You raised 
these products for sale, so receipts 
would be fully taxable.

Sows Give Mange To 
Little Pigs 


Mange spreads from animal 
to animal. Most mange on pigs 
is passed from sows to their 
pigs. 

It’s easier and better to treat 
sows now—get rid of the mange— 
than to let it infest your spring 
pig crop. 

Harold Gunderson, extension en- 
tomologist at Iowa State College, 
recommends treating mangy hogs 
with a spray mixture of two 
pounds of lindane 25 per cent wet- 
table powder, plus a package of 
detergent or wetting agent in 100 
gallons of water. Apply about a 
gallon per animal. 





Should He Burn Up 
Corn Cobs? 

To the Editor: I have a large 
pile of corn cobs which I in- 
tend to use for fertilizer and 
to fill ditches. But there are 
borers in the cobs. Should I 
burn the cobs to kill the bor- 
ers?—E. W., Caldwell County, 
Missouri. 

Better not. You’ll be wasting 
valuable organic matter and fer- 


tilizer. And you won’t make any 
practical dent in the corn .borer 
infestation next year. 


Corn borers live thru the winter 
in corn stalks, corn cobs and large 
weeds. Burning your cobs would 
destroy only a part of the borers 
on your farm. Borers from your 
corn stalks, corn cribs and weeds, 
and those from your neighbor’s 
fields, would still be on hand to 
infest your 1950 corn.

One reason, says E. E. Ormiston, 
is that a heifer may be underfed. 
You take away milk at about six 
months, but she can’t use much 
roughage until 11 or 12 months.

Ormiston thinks all heifers un- 
der a year old should get a 12 to 
14 per cent protein grain mixture

Bureau man, but I agree the Bran- 
nan plan will bust the country. 

I think the same of the AAA— 
paying for contouring, spreading 
phosphate, liming. Next they’ll 
be paying for cutting corn acreage, 
or paying for sowing soybeans to 
take the place of corn. 

We're told that if you plant on 
the contour, you increase your 
corn yield 15 to 20 bushels per 
ecre, and oats 15 bushels per acre. 
lf you have 40 acres of corn, a 15- 
bushel increase would be 600 bush- 
els. Same for 40 acres of oats. 
With corn at $1.37, that’s an extra 
$822. With oats at 80 cents, that’s 
$180. The total would be $1,302.

beater. Add the cocoa mixture and the 
vanilla, and blend. Add the sour cream 
alternately with sifted flour. 

Bake in two wax-paper-lined nine-inch 
cake pans, in a 350-degree oven, for about 
30 minutes. 

For the children’s school lunch, I 
made pork loaf sandwiches last night, 
wrapped them tightly in waxed paper and 
stored them in the freezer compartment 
of the refrigerator. 

The children are fond of these sand- 
wiches, and they save so much time, 
especially when we sleep late these cold 
mornings. 

For the sandwich meat, I boiled tiny 
pieces and scraps of pork. I removed the 
meat from the broth and put it thru the 
food chopper. 

| chilled the broth removed the 
firm fat, and then returned the ground 
meat to the broth. This I placed in a 
loaf pan to become firm. It slices beau- 
tifully for sandwiches. 

Children need the protein which meat 
furnishes, and for this reason I try to 
include meat sandwiches in their school 
lunch every day. These, along with an 
orange, cookies, a watermelon pickle and 
a thermos bottle of milk, provide a satis- 
fying and nutritious lunch.

Supper is no sketchy meal at our 
house. Everyone, except Mother, is 
hungry when evening comes. I 
baked potatoes and apples tonight. 
Our main dish was scalloped ham 
and peas. 


I made a white sauce, using two cups of 
milk, three tablespoons of butter and four 
tablespoons of flour. To this I added a 
cup of left-over frozen peas and two cups 
of left-over ham cubes. 

Our vegetable was home-frozen aspara- 
gus, seasoned with a little thick cream, 
salt and pepper. We all drank milk (mine 
was skim-milk), and the grown-ups had 
coffee, of course.

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
4 teaspoon nutmeg 
3 teaspoons soda dissolved in 
a little water 
3 egg yolks | 
% teaspoon salt 





Beat egg yolks in bowl and stir | 
in all the rest of the ingredients. | 
Stir in about six cups of flour, or | 
enough to make a stiff enough | 
dough to roll out easily. Roll out | 
out on a floured board and bake 
in a moderate oven. 

Use the egg whites for the frost- 
ing. Pour about one-fourth cup of 
water on two and one-half cups 
sugar and cook over,a low heat 
until the mixture thfeads. Then 
pour this slowly over the whites 
of the eggs, which have been well 
beaten. Beat until it begins to 
harden, add a teaspoon of flavor- 
ing and spread on the bottom of 
the baked cookies. — Genevia I.

Soap 
goes over in their relief shipments, 
along with food and clothing. 

I’m sure thankful for our own 
bathroom—and for our water soft- 
ener, too. Pa had a young fellow 
hired for a couple of weeks. He 
was a clean fellow. Liked to take 
baths frequently after he’d been 
out in the dirt.

The last day at our house, 

he said: “I'd like to take a 

bath before I leave. This soft 

water is a lot nicer than what 

I'm used to.” 

Here’s what I heard a man say 
once. Some folks were discussing 
a certain woman’s age.

Iowa State College Econo- 
mist Francis Kutish takes the 
following look at farm busi- 
ness prospects: 





livestock markets at 

That’s one 
reason why some farmers made 
more money than others in 1949. 

For example, farmers who sold 
hogs in September got about as 
much total money as did their 
neighbors who held hogs to heavi- 
er weights. 

Ability to size up the outlook 
correctly is one key to a success- 
ful farm business. 

But it doesn’t explain all the 
differences in profits between 
farms. Some farmers just run too 
small a business. They don’t raise 
enough crops or livestock. 

And some. farmers are more ef- 
ficient than others. They follow 
better practices, make more effi- 
cient use of time and machinery. 
men have much higher 
acre, too. Operating costs 
from you if you're

not careful. 

Finally, the farmers who make 
highest profits have a_well-bal- 
anced business. They use land, 
equipment, livestock and labor to 
best advantage. They don’t go 
overboard by using money and 
time for one enterprise at the ex- 
pense of others. 

Now for a thumbnail sketch of 
commodity prospects: 

HOGS: Outlook is for 7 per cent 
more spring pigs. Next fall, below- 


average hog men may net only 
about loan price for corn fed to 
pigs. So don’t raise more hogs 


than you can handle efficiently. 


EGGS: Prices should stabilize 
for the next six weeks. To support 
prices, USDA is buying egg pow- 
der from d who .can certify

DAIRY: M yrices depend 
more on beef price (see below) 
than on prices of dairy products. 
USDA will continue supporting 
butter prices at present levels

CORN: Market should be steady 
to strong for the next few months.

A herd average of 7,501 pounds of milk 
and 447 pounds of butterfat was made in 
the testing year just completed by the 
registered Jersey herd of Gladstone Smith, 
Whitten, Iowa.

One of them is the Better 
Milking Clinic, which attracted so 
much attention last year from 13.000 
people. Another of the tours under 
way now is the one featuring quality 
egg and poultry production. And the 
third tour going out to some 38 Iowa 
farm communities is a pest control 
clinic in which college ojficials will 
show farmers spraying, dusting and 
other insect and weed control measures, 
with special emphasis on corn borers. 


IT’S A LIGHT and bright year for 
most farms in the country—electrical- 
ly speaking. The REA announced re- 
cently that 78 per cent of the nation’s 
farms have now been electrified. REA 
borrowers have close to a thousand 
locally owned power systems in op- 
eration, 
consumers on 934,000 miles of line. 
However, there still are about a mil- 
lion farms without electricity, so the 
REA plans to extend its frontier still 
further in 1950, so that still more 
farm homes can be taken out of the 
dark. 


SANITATION is always important 
in the farrowing pens, but it’s even 
more important in the winter months, 
and that, of course, is the toughest 
time to achieve it. E. L. Quaife, Iowa 
State College swine specialist, empha- 
sizes proper sanitation for winter-far- 
rowed pigs will pay off well, and even 
though it’s not easy to provide scald- 
ing water, he urges every effort be 
made to do so, so a mixture of a pound 
of lye to twenty gallons of water can 
be made and used to kill the “bugs.” 


FARM FIRES are continuing to take 
a big slice out of our nation’s wealth 
each year, and they are especially disas- 


trous during the winter months, when 
it is harder to fight them and when 
road and water facilities are not too 


good in rural areas. Fires due to defec- 
tive chimneys and heating systems are 
particularly numerous during the win- 
ter months. lowa’s farm safety expert, 
Norval Wardle, urges regular inspec- 
tions of chimneys, flues, stove pipes 
and other heating equipment. Prevent- 
ing a fire is certainly time well spent.
